THE RAILROADS. 


The St. Paul & Manitoba Striking 
Westward to Menten, Mont. 

The Bismarck Herald says it seems to be the 
purpose of the company which controls the rail- 
road that is heading for the Mouse River region 
to make it a Pacific road. This road strikes out 
from Grand Forks, D. T., straight for Villard, in 
the valley of the Mouse, up that great valley of 
pasture and agricultural lands, tapping the 
river at Buford, to the renowned Miik River 
country, the last resort of the buffalo and the 
hostile red. Across that region it will take its 
course tothe foot ot the Bear Paw Mountains 
andon to Fort Beaton, at the head of naviga- 
tion on the Upper Missouri River. A Montana 
correspondent says that the owners of this road 
are thesame men who have the magnificent 
contract for constructing the Canadian Pacific, 
out of which they are making millions ot money. 
When they once get the Canadian Pa- 
eile in good shape for early competition, 
they will turn their attention to their 
own road, which they have the means, ability. 
and disposition to push through as tast as 


money and muscle will build it. This con- 


pany is called the St. Paul & Manitoba, and is 
now known throughout the land as one of the 
strongest and most energetic corporations in the 
land. Their line is midway between the Uana- 
dian Pacitic and the North Pacific, and through 
a country that presents scarceiy an obstacle un- 
til the eastern base of the Rocky Mountains is 
reached—the grandest pasture and agricultural 
lands ou the continent—a succession of valleys 
and plateaus, capable of high cuitivation, and 
destined to be covered by a dense population in 
the near future. Early emigrants went 
route from Minnesota to Montana with their ox 
and horse teams, via Benton to the mines at 
Helena and Virginia City, and many of them 
who still tive will bear testimony to whe truth of 
the foregoing statements regarding the country.

ARIZONA COWBOYS. 


A Graphic Picture of the Lazy and Des- 
perate Buffians. 


Santa Fe Correspondence Philadelphia ‘Times, 

The outlaws of Arizona, who have been the 
subject of a prociamation by President Arthur, 
are known as rustiers. They are the same 
breed, however, as the cowboys of Colorado and 
Texas. Being further away from civiliza- 
mon and in a country singularly 
well adapted to business such as _ theirs, 
they have become habitually vicious, Wherever 
the cowboy may be put and under whatever cir- 
cumstances he may be met he will be found to 
be the same animal—lazy, foul-mouthed, des- 
perate, intemperate, full of Swagger and brava- 
do, and careless as well of his own life and prop- 
erty as those of others. He wears a buckskin 
suit, with a bat having a rim wide enough to 
cover his ears and neck and tuck in at the 
collar-band. In bis leather belt hang two 
large and fine revolvers, generally seit- 
cockers, and in one boot-leg, held in piace by 
two é@lits in the leather, reste aknife of murder- 
ous pattern. The cowboys range in age from 
18 to 3. The life which they lead is not con- 
ducive to longevity, and it is therefore very 
rare that a geuuine cowboy more than O years 
of age is found. It one succeeds in dodging the 
bullets of Deputy Sheriffs and the gibbet of 
Judge Lynch until that od is passed he 
generally abandons the trade and takes to train 
and stage robbing as a profession. 

The cowboys, who make their appearance oc- 
casionally at frontier towns in Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, and Colorado, devote the greater part of 
their time to the cattle which they are employed 
to herd, agg in the shipping season drive them 
to the nearest desirabie railroad station. On 
the great ranches they find no opportunity to 
indulge their lawless propensities. They liter- 
ally jive among their cattle, faring but littie 
better than the brutes which they are bired to 
guard. The little cooking which is necessary 
they do themselves. They are their own tailors 
and doctors, and once or twice a year when near 
a fine stream, if the weather is not too cool, 
their solitary shirt is washed after a fashion. 
When the round-ups occur and the great cattie- 
drive is begun, the cowboy’s lite begins to take 
on a different aspect. The drive often long and 
always dangerous and laborious. The bovs are 
splendidly mounted, their horses and saddies be- 
ing with the exception of their revolvers the 

sessions in which they take the most pride. 
hey ride among the cattie at imminent risk of 
being trampled to death, and at night sleep on 
the ground. When the herd has been delivered 
and the boys bave partaken freely of frontier 
whisky the trouble begins. If there is a dance- 
house near at band they head for it and signal- 
ize their presence by attempting to “ shoot out” 
the candles or lamps as the case may be. Asa 
rule, they are not disturbed in pastimes such as 
this. If they conclude before morning to take 
the town,” then war is declared and somebody 
will killed, 

The Arizona rustlers are simply northern cow- 
boys on an unending spree. They are wild men. 
No Apaché that ever lived had less regard for 
life than they. They pretend to pay some at- 
tention to cattle, but as that industry in Arizona 
is not yet a large one, there is not much in that 

ine for them to do. Their occupation is pillage 
od murder. They travel in small parties and 
rob everybody they meet. The other day 
a cowboy entered a little settlement and 
purchased a can of corn beef. Taking the 
meat and a keg out into the road, 
he sat down on the keg and opened the can. 
When everything was ready he called toa man. 
a stranger standing in front of the store, to 
come and help, him eat it. The man was not 
hungry. “ You've got to eat,” came the com- 
mand, accompanied by a movement of the hand, 
which rested on a revolver. The stranger ad- 
vanced slowly and partook of the meat, evident- 
ly in an unhappy frame of mind, but bis bost 
seemed to enjoy the repast and the society of 
his newly-made acquaintance not a littie. 

A cowboy entered a hotel dining-room, sat 
down opposit to a young man whom ne ad- 
dressed as a tenderfoot, and began to throw the 
disbes and their contents on the floor. The 

oung man endeavored to remonstrate with 

im, but before be could finish his first sentence 
he was pierced by a bullet from the 8 
revolver. Eveuts like the above are of daily oc- 
currence in Arizona,

Washington, D. C.—UgAR Dodos: I 
have just received a letter from Col. William D. 
Pickett, of Bozeman, who is an elegant gentie- 
man and accomplished hunter, in which hesays: 
“IT bear from parties just from Charles Fork 
Mines that there are hunters in the park who 
have a band of 1,500 or 2,000 elk corraled in the 
snow on the East Fork of Yellowstone and are 
killing them by degrees. This is about the last 
of the elk in the park. Can't you get up a move- 
ment at your post that will stop it? Knowing 
your hunting tastes, I write to you to see if you 
can't get some legislation that will prevent 
these skin-hunters from anonibilating the 
game. It is getting very scarce, and these men 
kill thousands every year without using the 
meat at all. Try and see if you can’t do some- 
thing about it. Yours truly,

In reply to an inquiry by Mr. Bergh as to 
the most effectual means of stopping these 
outrages, Col. ge says:

* Over eighty murders were committed in 
Julesburg in two months. Quite as many, 
thoughin somewhat longer time, were com- 
mitted in City, and in every remote 
railroad town on all our wide frontier the 
most dastardly and cold-blooded crimes are 
daily committed, the culprits escaping puns 
ishment because there are no courts, no mag- 
istra no Government officials with power 
and will to enforce the laws. The most no- 
ble of the game animals—the moose—is ex- 
tinct in the United States, though yet quite 
abundant in Nova Scotia and some parts 
ot Canada, where they are protected 
by laws, which are enforced by act- 
ive officials. No hunter is  permit- 
ted to kill more than three moose 
in any one season, and no one dares to kill 
more because he is certain of punishment. 
Every year hordes of foreign and Eastern 
gentlemen hunters invade the game regions 
of the West and slaughter hundreds of head 
of game, leaving the carcasses to rot on the 

round. The pot hunters” are more noble, 
or they skin the animals and have the in- 
centive of the few cents the hide will bring 
All this should be stopped, and can be 
stopped if the Government will take the 
same pains to enforce the game law that it 
does enforce the internal revenue laws.”

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


A RUPTURE BETWEEN IT AND THE WEST- 
ERN UNION TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor, May 21.—There has long been a 
smoldering fire of discord between the New 
York Associated Press, or the Associated Press 
as it is termed, it being the parent stem of the 
news associations of the United States, and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. That fire 
will tomorrow, no doubt, burst into an open and 
fierce flame, and to use a pat yet slang phrase, 
‘Somebody is going to get burat.” The West- 
ern Union Company has always done the work 
of the Associated Press, so far as inland service 
is concerned, and has had a good deal to do with 
ite cable-news rates, at least to the extent of 
that company’s influence with the several cable 
companies. 

THE BUSINESS OF THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
on inland service will amount to between 
$1,000,000 and $2,000,000 a year, and its cable 
service, which hereafter will be in the control 
of the Western Union Company under Mr. 
Gould's new alliance, bas reached and will con- 
tinue to reach avery large sum. For several 
months past the Associated Press has felt that 
it had a cause for grievance, aud one that called 
for remedy, and it Bus protested vigorously 
with the Western Union Company against what 
it claimed was an unjust discrimination. It ap- 
pears that the Nationa: Press Association, just 
before the consolidation of the two telegraph 
companies, had effected the renewal of the lease 
with the American Telegraph Company under 
very favorable terms—terms far below those 
aocorded to the Associated Press for the trans- 
mission of news, The Western Union, of course, 
assumed the contract with 

THE NATIONAL PRESS ASSOGIATION 
under the termsof the consolidation, and the 
result was that the Associated Press at once saw 
the news of its rival sent out by the same com- 
pany it bed so long patronized at much 
lower rates—about one-half less—than it was 
enjoying. This,of course, was a bitter pill to 
swallow, and the Associated Press, which deems 
itself the chief organization for the dissemina- 
tion of news in the United States, and which is 
certainly far more reaching and efficient in this 
service than any rival association has ever been, 
at once set work to secure an equitable adjust- 
ment of the matter. If the National Press 
could under its contract with the American 

Union send news for one-half the amount 

the Associated Press was obliged to 

pay, and didn’t do one-quarter the 
amount of business that the latter did, then the 
managers of the Associated Press would insist 
upon better terms, that should be in harmony 
with those of their rival. If any one 

WAS. TO HAVE SPECIAL RATES 

they were the ones to secure them. and it was 

but ia keeping with the generally accepted 

rule that large customers should receive more 
eonsideration than is conceded to smaller ones. 

A meeting was held in the spring and the sub- 

ject taiked over. It is believed the 

Western Union people made promises 
that were considered satisfactory. 
Since then, however, the trouble 
has been brewing, until at last there is an open 
rupture. With the buliding of the United 
States lines, the opportunity has been opened 
to the digsatistied Press Association to receive 
its news over the wires of the Western Union's 
rival, and the opportunity has for some time 
been taker advantage of, agents of the Associ- 
ated Press in various localities sending vews by 
the opposition company. This fact, of course, 
came to the knowledge of the Western Union 
Company, and the Associated Press people were 
informed that so long as they were given ad- 
vantageous terms by that line it was expected 
they would throw their business in that direc- 
tion, and 

NOT PATRONIZE RIVAL CONCERNS. 

This had no effect.and the breach was only 

widened, as the Western Union Oompany by 

this time bad determined not to conform to pre- 
vious demands of the association for equitable 
rates as compared with those given the National 

Press. At the same time the Associated Press 

were warned by the Western Union Company 

that unless they desisted they would be charged 
commercial rates on all news matter sent over 
the wires of that company. This, it was believed, 
would bave the effect to stop the new departure 
and bring the press business back, as it was be- 
lieved the Associated Press could not afford to 
incur such an Outlay as this would inour, and 
when the points reached by the Mutual Union 

Company is taken into consideration, it can be 

seen that the imposition of commercial rates 

would work largely against the press interest, as 
it is absolutely necessary to use the Western 

Union wires from many sections of the country, 
the Mutual Union betng a young company and 
not covering the ground that its rival does.

A COUNTERFEITER. 
CHARLES SMYTHE, BROCKWAY’S OONFED- 
ERATE ARBESTED. 

Special Dispatch to The Ohicago Tribune. 

New York, May 21.—Charies Smythe was ar- 
rested at a house in Herkimer street, Brooklyn, 
on an order of arrest issued by the United States 
authorities at Washington, charging him with 
being one of two men who stole from the United 
States Treasury Department certain plates or 
impressions of plates used in printing Govern- 
meut bonds, bearing interest at the rate of 6 
per cent, and falling due in 1881. Smythe was in- 
dicted by the grand jury of the District of Col- 
umbia, together with William Brockway, alias 
Edward W. Spencer, who is believed to be in 
Brooklyn, and will probably soon be captured. 
The alleged theft was committed Jan. 1880. 
Smythe wili be arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Benedict tomorrow. He denies 
— knowledge of the robbery, and deciares 


HE CAN PROVE HIS INNOCENCE. 


He was arrested in the fall of 1880 charged with 
having engraved some of the plates from which 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
counterfeit bonds were printed, and which were 
said to be the most perfect imitations ever put 
upon the market. Brockway was arrested in 
conuection with the same big swindie, 
and he then confessed to th 
crime. The authorities were very auxious 
to get postession of the plates and did 80 by 
promising Brockway immunity. He took an 
officer to some woods near Jamaica, L. I., where 
he turned over all the plates which he said he 
had. Brockway was then released from cus- 
tody, but his movements were watched from 
that time on. The reason for the arrests now 
ordered is not knowa_by the local authorities. 
AT THE TIME OF THE DELIVERY OF THOSE 
PLATES 
the prosecution of Brockway and Smith ceased, 
and it was a fair presumption that the delivery 
of the plates was the price of the release. The 
authorities were and are indisposed to say 
they were the conditions of the release. As- 
sistant-District-Attorney Angell says it is a 
State secret. The interest of the secret is hight- 
ened by the fact that their confederate, J. P. 
Doyle, convicted in Chicago, has now es 
ca punishment in the same mysterious way. 
It is, of cou possible that some revelations 
have been made by Doyle to the Government 
toat will hereafter justify, bis release, but Col. 
William P. Wood says that he nas not recom- 
mended the condoning of any offense, and that 
he would not; neither is be actuated in his pres- 
ent proceedings by any hope of reward.

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STRANGE LIFEHISTORY. 


The Lady Who Aunnounteé Mer Own 
Death—Calmiy ladung Mer Last 
Wishes and Greeting the King of Ter- 
rors with a Smile. * 

New York Herald. 

Newponr, R. I., May 15.—A few additional 
facts relating to the late Miss Abbie Taylor, 
the announcement of whose death appeared 
in the Herald of today, will perhaps be of in- 
terest. The report that she had summoned 
her friends to attend her funeral was con- 
firmed by a Herald correspondent this even- 
ihe. Two weeks ago Miss Taylor returned 
from New York, where she had gone to bury 
her aunt, whom she had tenderly Gared for 
at her home in this city. She returned from 
New York on Thursday, May II. and a few 
days afterward she was stricken with pneu- 
monia and died May 18. A few hours before 
her death the attending physician sounded 
her lungs and told her that there was no hope 


of her recovering. The doctor when leaving 
stated that he would return at 8 o’clock in 
the evening. 

At half-past 7 o’clock she requested to be 
raised in bed, and then noticing that the flesh 
under her nails was tinged with blue, she 
said: “My nails are turoine blue, and 1 
can plainly see that there is no hope. I will 
surely die. Hand me paper, pen, and ink. 1 
will write the names aud address of those 
whom I desire to be acquainted with my de- 
cease, and when | am dead 1 desire that they 
be forwarded.” She then called for the keys 
to the drawer containing her papers, money, 
Ste., and counted the money in a business- 
like manner. ‘The deceased lady bad always 
expressed.a desire to retain possession of her 
senses before she died, and was determined 
to use her pen, as she wanted to write the 
announcement of her death with her own 
hand. Her wish was fulfilled to the letter, 
and she breathed her last just after she had 
performed the fina! act of her fe. Her face 
and hands were cold in death, and she knew 
that the end was at hand. Sbe then quietly 
laid down the pen and, with a sinile, recog- 
nized the grim messenger of death. 

A sad romance in connection with the de- 
ceased lady was brought to light this even- 
ing, which in a great measure shows the con- 
stancy and devotion of woman. Miss Taylor 
was reared in luxury in New York and was 
brought up as a gentlewoman iu every sense 
of the term. Forty years ago she accidental 
ly met John C. Phillips, a noble specimen of 
aman, who was poor and who followed the 
sea for a living. The acquaintance soon 
ripened into love, and in due time the en- 
gagement ring was placed upon her finger by 
young Phillips, who was in command of a 
ship. Their vuws were plighted, and the 
hopeful couple iooked forward to a 
happy union. ‘The gallant skipper, 
on @ return voyage, was taken III. 
and was brought to Newport, where 
his relatives resided. The disease proved to 
be consumption, and for weeks and months 
he vainly strugaled against the decree of 
fate. The young lady whom he had prom- 
ised to marry left her home of luxury and 
ease, and nstthe adviceof those who 
were dear to her by the ties of kindred has- 
tened to his de. 

Here she remained and waited on him for 
many weary months, and doing all that was 
possible to comfort and console him. She 
watched, hoped, and prayei for him, but 
the seeds of the disease were too firmly 
rooted, and after a long but patient struggle 
the spirit ot her lover departed. The blow 
came with peculiar sadness. For weeks and 
months she was in a critical condition. She 
did not return to her home, but remained in 
the city, and that, too, within a few rods of 
the place where her fondest — had been 
blighted, in order teshe might daily strew 
his grave with flowers and drop a silent tear 
on the marble which marked his last resting- 
place. 

For fifteen years after the death of Capt. 
Philhps she lovingly and tenderly showed 
her devotion to the dead by personally nurs- 
ing an invalid sister of her dead lover. She 
devoted the remainder of her life to the wel- 
fare of others, and daily proved herself a 
friend to the poor and unfortunate of the 
city, in which she bad nota single relative. 
She worked in the Master's Vineyard“ in 
that quiet manner which is so peculiar to 
those who are in earnest and who have a 
mission to perform. Strange as it may seem, 
she was not known outside of the section o1 
the town where she resided, She kept her- 
self aloof from ail social festivities, simply 
attending service at the Episcopal’ chapel, 
which was built for those who could not af- 
ford to worship elsewhere, it being a branch 
of Trinity Church. It was among this class 

she preferred to labor, for, in addition 
te the consciousness of doing good, she had 
the associations of her lover ever about her, 
and she never manifested a desireto reside 
in any other part of the city. 

Her funeral was largely attended by those 
whom she had befriended, and her remains, 
when taken tothe silent city of the dead 
were laid by the side of him who she ha 
loved, and for whom she had left home and 
friends. Here, in 1 of the spot where he 
had died, she lived for upward of forty 
years, and it was fitting that in death she 
should oecupy the } oe which had been re- 
served for her, and where she longed to lay 
her wetry heart. 

Her wishes were complied with to the let- 
ter. She leaves the main portion of her 
property to her nephew, John C. Taylor, of 
Asbury Park, N. J., who she deemed most 
deserving of the bequest, he being a young 
man in moderate circumstances. Her other 
relatives, who reside in New York, Brook- 
lyn, and in Jersey City, were not remem- 
bered, as she knew that they were in com- 
fortable circumstances. She wrote her own 
will, and itis now in the possession of her 
attorney, Col. Willigin Gilpin. To her patient 
nurse, who wasin delicate health, she was 
8 attached, and just before she died 
she said to her physician, Doctor, keep 
Abbie up, I can’t carry her with mé; charge 
the expense to me,“ these words being ut- 
tered in a voice so low as hardly to be heard. 
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OPENING HIS SON’S. GRAVE. 


A German’s Strange Method of Settling 
a Dispute with an Undertaker. 
New York Times. 

BaraviA, N. I., May 19.—The Village of 
Dakfield, in this county, is thoroughly ex- 
cited over the actions of a German named 
Charles Hirsch, who has dug open the 
grave of his son Charlies for the 
purpose of ascertaining the material of 
which the coffin is composed. In De- 
cember, 1880, malignant diphtheria ap- 
peared in the family of Hirsch, who 
was the father of several children. The dis- 
case was of the most destructive type, and, 
one after the other, in quick succession, he 
was bereft of five of his children. A child 
would be attacked in the morning, and at 
night would be dead, and within twenty-four 
hours buried. One son drank a cup of cof- 
fee, and in fifteen minutes was taken with 
choking and died almost instantly. At this 
time the burial of another child was taking 
place. A Batavia undertaker had charge of 
the funerals, five in one week, and a few 
weeks ago some difficulty arose between him 
and Hirsch in reference to the quality of the 
coffins which were provided. The under- 
taker claimed they were of certain materials, 
while the tather and purchaser believed. he 
had been cheated.

A SINGULAR CASE. 


A Couple Who Mave Been Twice Mar- 
ried and Twice Divorced, with still 
Another Diverce Suit Pending. 

Lowisville Courter-Journa!, May A 
Among the papers that were filed away in 
the new suit-box of the Chancery Court yes- 
terday was one to which there is a very in- 
teresting story attached. It is a narrative of 

fact, just complete enough to obtain a di- 

voree, and not worded in such a way as to 

give a clew to the singular chain of cireum- 
itances that have led to the legal action in 
which itis the first step. To get at them it 
will be necessary to go back a few years, and 
look into the courtship of a quiet Illinois 


country village. 

In the year 1859, on the 18th of August, a 
quiet wedding united a blushing damsel of 
the Village of Metropolis to Samuel Houch. 
The bride was a bright, attractive girl, 
and the groom a tall, good-looking fellow, 
whose manly form and handsome counte- 
nance had made the hearts of all the girls in 
the vicinity go pit-a-pat, and who was regard- 
ed in society parlance as the catch of the 
season.” The wedditik-bells had scarce 
ceased ringing and the honeymoon was hard- 
ly over before the shadows of incompatibility 
began to darken the future of the newly- 
made man and wife. ‘These lengthened as 
their wedded life went on, but the birth of 
a son at last lighted the gloom that was set- 
tUng down on the unhappy couple. A year 
more rolled by, and another child was born. 
It was but a year or two old when a serious 
misunderstanding arose between the two 
central figures of this narrative. In a mo- 
ment or anger Houch carsed his wife. The 
indignity was more than she could bear, 
and stifling the love that had bound their 
hearts together, Mra. Houch applied for a 
divorce on the ground of cruelty and inhu- 
man treatment. The case came into the 
courts of IIlinols, where the we resided, 
and the grounds of the application for the de- 
gree of separation were proven ; it was grant- 
ed. Then came many days in which the wife 
and mother brought a fine education anda 
bright intellect into requisition, and earned 
her daily bread with her pen. Thus the 
years glided by, and an earnest, trusting 
little woman, nerved by the consciousness of 
those who depended upon her, fought the 
battle of life alone and stemmed the tide of 
adversity by her pluck and determination. 
During all this time her love for the man to 
whom she had first given her heart never 
faltered, and the hope that someway, some- 
how, her faithfulness would be rewarded 
was the dominant one that gave her strength 
and fortitude. 

It was not until the new-made grave of the 
youngest child had grown green, and the 
rustling leaves of brown October had coy- 
ered it, that her hopes were realized. Beside 
their dead boy’s grave the long-separated 
couple met, and the differences of past years 
were. forgotten in the bond of ries and 
affliction. The result of this sadly tender 
meeting was mutual forgiveness and a re- 
newal of their former love. In March fol- 
lowing, in 1877, a quiet wedding ceremony 
was performed by a clergyman at Fort 
Wayne, whither the two had drifted, and 
as husband and wife the two once more 
started on the matrimonial journey. Mrs. 
Houch still kept up her literary work for a 
number of prominent religious papers and 
periodicals, and also filled acceptably a num- 
ber of correspondence fields for the 
} secular press. Her husband, who is 
quite a musician, was connected with 
a musical house. A few years since they re- 
moved to this city, where he became a tray- 
eling salesman for D. H. Baldwin & Co., 
musical dealers, doing the Southwestern di- 
vision of their trade. His wife started a lit- 
tle monthly known as Woman’s Work for 
Woman, which is favorably known all 
through the West as a bright, well-edited 
periodical. About a year since, for some in- 
explicable reason, Houch went to one of the 
inland towns ot Tennessee and instituted 
proceedings for a second divorce. 

This he did without letting his wife know 
of his intentions, and at the same time -giv- 
ing a most cruel reason for.his grounds of 
separation. It is alleged by. Mrs. Houch’s 
side of the case that he obtained the decree 
by fraud and misrepresentation. However 
this may be, he obtained it and then 
proceeded to Metropolis, III, and was 
married to Mrs. Yost, a prominent 
widow of that place. With her he has since 
been journeying all over the South and West, 
wherever his business called him. The wed- 
ding took place about Christmas last, and 
since that time Houch has been several times 
in this city. When last heard from he was 
at Carbondale, III., to which place Baldwin 
& Co, address their letters at present. ‘The 
petition of the divorce sult filed yesterday 
sets forth most of the above facts, and terms 
the present union with Mrs. Yost living in 
adultery with another woman in the States 
of Lilineis and Georgia. It also sets forth 
the fact that prior to this last abandonment 
Houch treated hig wife with inhuman 
crnelty, and at his departure made no pro- 
vision for her support. Through her own 
industry Mrs. Houch has acquired a couple 
of printing-presses and the type on which 
the periodical she publishesisprinted. With 
these her son, a young man of some 
19 years, runs a job office on the corner of 
Fourth and Green streets. One of the prayers 
of the petition is that the right to dispose of 
this property for her own benefit be granted 
her, and also that she be permitted to collect 
| money and sell any property belong 
to her husband for the benefit of herself an 
son. Another prayer of the petition is that 
Baldwin & Co. be enjoined from paying any 
salary to Houch during the pendency of this 
action, it being asked that the court appoint 
a Receiver to take charge of the money until 
the case is decided. 

A reporter sought Mrs. Houch last even- 
ing, but she had been instructed by her at- 
torney to say nothi about. the matter, 
and hence was unwilling to talk. An at- 
tempt to see the lawyer of Mr. Houch was 
also unsuccessful, hence it is impossible 
to present his side of the case, Both parties 
are highly esteemett by all who know them, 
and the unpleasant events that have trans- 
pired * their married life are to be much re- 
gretted.

the Peace, and School Trustee, residing near 
Wainut Hill, this county.

Col. Crews, in b@helt~of his client, 
broke the ice. In melting and pathetic 
tones that touched a tender chérd in the 
breast of 8 one within the sound 
of his voice, he arose upon the con- 
vening of court, and said Mrs. Moore 
was not made of stone, but was susceptible 
to those kind and gentle entreaties which 
scarcely ever fail to make an impression 
upon her sex, and he expressed the opinion 
that if “Barkis is willin’,” sunshine, and 
love, and prosperity would at once chase 
away the dark gloom and contention from 
the family hearth. 

The husband’s attorney, Judge Pollock, 
has of late been a great sufferer from rheu- 
matism, but this opportunity to lend a hand 
in reuniting a man and wife literally took 
the kinks out of his bones. Upon the con- 
clusion of Col. Crews’ remarks the Judge 
sprang to his feet with the elasticity of a 
boy and spoke a few kindly words, which 
did much toward effecting the happy recon- 
ciliation which followed. 

When the lawyers had concluded their re- 
marks Judge Conget volunteered some ex- 
cellent advice to parties to the suit. H 
referred to the 3 that they ha 
lived together; to pligitted affection that 
had been so long kept; to the family ties 
that existed: to the large numberof children 
who looked with sorrow and shame upon the 
proceedings; to the trifling cause that was 
alleged for a divorce—and to many other

A SINGULAR AFFLICTION. 


David Calder Has a Paralysis of the 
Tongug Whilst Talking About His 


Work. 
Louisville Courter- Journal. May 2. 
A very remarkable case of a man losing the 
use of his speech was developed in this city 


last Tuesday, the victim being David Calder, 


a machinist at the L. & N. shops. The ease 
is a remarkable one, owing to the fact that 
the affliction came on him very suddenly, 
and no positive outward cause can be found. 
Only the organs of speech are paralyzed.

There is no paralysis whatever of any of the 
organs of the throat or the tongue; he can 
laugh, cough, and use his mouth ork 
his tongue freely, in fact, everything but 
speak, and copsequently the case is a most 
curious one. Such cases sometimes oceur in 
women, and are caused by hysterics or vio- 
lent emotions of any sort, and have been 
known to occur from religious excitement. 
None of these causes can apply to Mr. Cal- 
der’s case, however, as he is a quiet, ase

THEEBAW’S CRIMES, 


The Wife and Her Mother the Insti- 
gators of Them. 
London News. 

The outlook in Burmah is beginning to clear 
up wonderfully, and there seems to be every 
Prospect that affér ali a treaty will be suc- 
cessfully negotiated at Simia. To Euro- 
pean minds it seems somewhat singular 
that the execution and imprisoument 
(which in Burmah are practically synony- 
mous) of Cabinet Ministers should give rise to 
hopes of a settlement of the affairs of the coua- 
try. But ip the Rast, and especially in Burmah, 
political amenities are not as they are here. 
A Minister who has done particularly good 
service to his country receives from his 
sovereign a patent guaranteeing him from 
all the forms of death known up to the time 
of writing. Younger diplomatists bave to 
stand their chance till they have proved their 
quality. But all alike are liable to a sudden end. 
Ingenuity devises a new form of death for the 
tried politician, and the juniors can be got out of 
the way anyhow without a wasting of genius. 
Affairs in Mandalay are being settled in this way 
at the present moment, and the political horizon 
is being cleared after a fashion which we cannot 
but secretly approve, though we may not be 
cynical enough to openly appiaud it. 

To understand the present situation it will be 

necessary to go bark to the beginumg of King 
Theebaw's reign. It is an indisputabie fact that 
the young sovereign whose name is so unpleas- 
antiy famous owes his tion entirely to the 
chief Queen. His father, Moung Lohn, was an ex- 
ceedingly pious Buddbist, and enjuyed the repu- 
‘tution of dem more learned in the Pali texts than 
any monk in the country. He rejoiced more in 
his title of Convener of the Fifth Great Synod 
than in any of the other high-sounding names 
which G to the Lord of the Golden 
Throne Theebaw Prince was during alli 
his early youth under a cloud. His mother bad 
been relegated to a convedt for misbehavior, 
and there were serious doubts as to the boy's 
e. But after his two years 
in English mission school in Manda- 
lay, baw went into a Buddhist monastery, 
and in due time came upfor examination in the

Sixty Lodges of SteeleWorkers in Ses- 
sion at Pittsburg—Action Agreed 
Upon. 

Spectal Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune 
PitTssurc, Fa., May 20.—Sixty lodges of the 

Amalgamated Associations of Iron and Steel 

Workers were represented at the meeting of the 

Pitsburg district today. Each lodge sent three 

delegates. The object was to decide whether 

the association should still insist on the demand 
for an increase.in the several scales for the year, 
commencing Jifne I. It was decided to demand 
an increase in the price of boiling from $5.50 

to $6 per ton when iron sells at 2% cents, and a 

corresponding increase when iron sells above 

those figures. They also demand that the scrap- 
pers’ scale shall be changed 60 as to 

—＋ busnelmg on sand- bottom from $2.20 

to $2.75. They further demand that much-roll- 
ing shall be increased from 65 cents to 75 cents 
per tou. While the association reiterated these 
demands they also withdrew other important 
demands made some weeks aro. Among the de- 
mands withdrawn we that an arrangement 
should be made for eXtra 11 hot weather; 
that 10 cents extra shoul aid for oid 


rails, piles, and taggots worke into fin- 
isbed iron; that a sale for the stationary 
engineers should be adopted, paying $3.2 


per day for a competent engineer, and, finally, 
that certain other extras should be granted to 
several classes of workingmen. The indications 
are that the manufacturers will grant the de- 
mand. They cannot afford to close down their 
milis and allow Western manufacturers to take 
away their trade. The same increase has been 
demanded of Western milis, but they can run on 
at present rates till the question is settled here. 
The manufacturers realize this and will concede. 

Another convention was held today by river 
and raiirvad coal-mivers. They reaffirmed their 
previous auction, direct miners at the twenty- 
one pits along the Pan- die Railway to stand 
aguinst reduction for digging from four to three 
and one-h@if cents a bushel. They passed a se- 
ries of resolutions providing that uoless the 
Pan-Handle operators remove the 150 colored 
miners from Ohio by June 1 all the pitsin the 
Pittsburg districts on all the railroads and on 
the river shall be closed down. Probably 10,000 
miners are concerned in this resolution, but as 
their organization is not firmly knit together, liks 
the Kuights of Labor or amalgamated associa- 
tions, the operators believe the action of the 
convention will not be heeded by the miners 
generally. The colored men were at work today 
in several Pan- Handle mines, and re was no 
exvitement. 


Twenty-five Huudred Bricklayers on 
Strike at Wilmington, Del. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILMinoTon, Del., May 21.—The labor move- 
ment inaugurated in this city by the K nights of 
Labor bas resulted in a strike by the bricklay- 
ers. About 2,500 journéymen are now standing 
out, and building operations, except ou Smith's 
extensive brewery, where the few non-union 
hands who refused to join the maicontents are 
employed, are entirely stopped. All the em- 
ployers have held a meeting with closed doors, 
and adopted resolutions io which they declare 
in very positive and definit terms that they will 
not accede to the demands of the strikers for an 
increase of wages from $3 to & per day. The 
discontents, who are all members of the HBrick- 
layers’ Union, bave held a public mass-meeting, 
and announce their intention of continuing the 
struggle all summer should such a step be ren- 
dered necessary to secure success to their move- 
ment. The strikers are receiving liberal finar- 
cial assistance from the unions connected with 
the Knights of Labor oaganization.

Merrick Makes a Statement. 
Oleveland Leader, May . 

Another chapter in the unwritten and in- 
complete romance which attaches to the life 
of little Julius Kingsley Cobb was begun 
yesterday. It willbe remembered that on 
Monday last the Leader published an article 
relating fo the young heir to a portion of the 
estate of the late Ahira Cobb. Thestory was 
briefly as follows: On Saturday, the 18th 
inst., Mrs. Myra K. Merrick was appointed 
by Judge Tilden guardian of Julius Kings- 
ley Cobb; that the child was the fruit of 
the marriage of the late Elmore E. 
Cobb and Minnie Goodman; that the mar- 
ital relations of the father and mother of 
the child were not happy; that they were 
separated by a divorce: that previous to the 
granting of the divorce the boy was born; 
that Mrs. Myra K. Merrick, M. D., was pres- 
ent at the accouchement, took the child from 
the mother, and concealed its existence from 
the relatives both the father and mother; and 


that Mrs. Merrick watched over the child 
from the time of its birth until she was ap- 
pointed its guardian. 

The article above referred to concludes as 
follows: “ Before the death of the late 
Elmore E. Cobb, it is understood, the father 
of the young man had made a will in which 
he left Elmore a certain sum of money, and 
directed that the remainder of the property 
be equally divided among the other 
children. After his son’s death Mr. 
Cobb, being ynaware of the existence of 
a representative of his dead son, wrote a 
revocation of his will across the back of the 
same, nullifying — and, as far as is known, 
died intestate. The boy, therefore, will in- 
herit in the same degree as the children of 
the preceding generation, and, as his grand- 
~y 8 propery was variously estimated to

Harrels Now on Mand. 
Digpatch to Cleveland Leader. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—Advices from 
the oil regions tonight state that today’s 
transactions in the oil ex | were the 
most exciting ever witnessed in trade 
since the opening of business. It was pan- 
icky in the extreme, prices declining steadily 
throughout the day, and closing 4% cents 
lower than the opening figures. The sales 
were the largest ever known in the trade, 
the transfers at Bradford aggregating 
8,000,000 barrels, and that at Ou City 
3,500,000 barrels. This panicky feeling in 
the market has been caused by the develop- 
ments in Cherry Grove Township, Warren 
County, six or eight miles in advance of all 
producing wells. This, which has been 
known as the No. 646 mystery. was com- 
pleted several weeks ago, but the owners 
have kept its results from the public, pre- 
sumably forthe purpose of securing large 
tracts of adjoining territory. Today. it was 
learned definitly that the well, when torpe- 
doed. would produce anywhere from 200 to 
1,000 barrels per day, and the announcement 
of this fact has caused a greater panic 
in the crude oil market than it has 
ever been known before. Should it prove 
true that this well is a producer to anything 
like the amount indicated above it will open 
up from 20,000 to 50,000 acres of new terri- 
tory. This weil is located nearly midway 
between what is known as the Stoneham 
district, in Warren County, which is 
ducing at this time N 1 barrels in all

From some cause the moral reputation of ou 
city, if not positively bad, can hardly be 
be very good. And it is probably not strange 
that such a conclusion should be reached by the 
casual observer. There is very little outward 
appearance of sanctity: our Business life is in- 
teasely active; everything is on the move and 
upon the surface wears a secular appearance. 
We are a city of buying and setling, a great cen- 
tre of commerce and manufactory,and many 
have come to regard us as a 22 little else 
than woridliness, and pleasure, and wickedness. 
We are credited with the one virtue, as a people, 
of wearing our real life upon the outside, and 
hence escape the cuarge of public hypocrisy. 
As bad as Chicago has come to be a common 
saying. Aud let us confess that all this is not 
without some reason; our theatres have ceased 
to respect the Sanbath, and the saloons sell more 
on that day than any other; our political life is 
not wholly pure, and we probably have more 
dirt to the square yard on our streets and more 
nitu in the alieys than any other city in the land. 

But whilst these things are so, there is another 
and a better side to our publie life that is over- 
looked, and whilst I would not excuse the evil 
nor unduly magnify the good, yet I think it may 
be profitable to cali attention to some of the 
hopeful agencies in our midst, and the noble 
work they are trying to do. 

But before attempting this it may be well to 
offer a few preparatory remarks. When we at- 
tempt to estimate the good we should have in 
our minds some standard by which to judge and 
compare. 

When Herbert Spencer would make piain the 
idea of the morally good he does it by asking 
our JjJudement in other things. A good plow is 
one that will plow weil, and a good scythe mows 
well, and a gvod watch keeps correct time, and 
a good merchant,or lawyer, or doctor is one 
who fills that place well. 

Now, when we ask who are the good peopie of 
our city, and whatare the good institutions in 
our midst, the answer is, the are 
those who fill their — 1 weil A lu 
society, and the institudions are those that do 
the work they were intended to do.

This teeing is called the love of the 
beautiful or of the sublime. Whea the cult 
vated,or common wind looks upon the universe 
and is suddenly flied with afeeling that it bas 
an Aytbor great, and wise, and righteous, this 
feelings not called the sentiment of the beau- 


J tiful or sublime, but that of religion, It you 


Will analyze it you will findit to contain ele- 
ments additional tothose in thé heart when it 
aguwires mountains or oceans of flowers. The 
Vulley of Yosemite basa greatness, but nota 
greatness that will affect you or me in life or in 
death: it will never reward us for virtue nor 
punish us for sin; it will never follow us and 
our family witha dark or a smilmg Providence. 
Tous all the magnificent things of iand 
or sky are disjoised from you aud me, from 
our grave our cradie, and make up a 
peaceful emotion called the beautiful, but not 
so with che grandeur and power of God. They 
concern us, They are attached to a living per- 
son who fills ali space and from woom we came 
and under whose hand we are living, and there- 
fore it is that the sentiment of refigiom stands 
apart and rises above Oper sentiments in power 
and solemnity. The greatness of God is a liv- 
ing, acting greatness. His sublimity is a living, 
acting force, and the souk beholding or medi- 
tating becomes filled with prayers, or bymnas, or 
penitence, or bopes. The strange emotion is Al- 
most universal, @is strong, it ie of increasing 
interest to the ci of life. Religion is the gen- 
eral name for all these beliefs, and thoughts, 
and emotions which spring up from the idea 
that our universe came. from From such 
an assumption many and great influences fol- 
low: many actions follow, such as prayers, 
hymns, sacrifices, services, church-building, and 
creed- making, and for all this varied torm of 
human activity there stands che common name, 
* Religion.” 

The most active intellectual period cnown to 
history is the present. Nothing escapes scrutiny. 
The laws of Russia, of Germany, of Ireland are 
undergoing review; all instruments, and ma- 
chines, and apparatus are being reconstructed; 
science is being rewritten; history is restadied 
and corrected; and under this tnfiluence, 
and dad. all the modern forms of faith have 
passed asthough they too are to be purified in 
the modern fame. ioaa few instances it may be 
that Christianity bas passed into the furnace of 
pure hostility, but asa general fact it bas been 
cast into the same kind of refiner’s fire as that 
which is testing science and political ideas—a 
fire which seeks without matice to separate the 
gold from its harmful alloy. The more mind is 
cultivated the more fit asks for things in their 
purity. Civilization would purity the water it 
drinks, the air it breaches, the iron it uses in its 
places of power and trust, the d it wears in 
jewels or uses in coin, the music it bears; and, 
passing into the moral world, it asks, how can I 
find a politics that is more perfectly true, a his- 
tory less distorted by passion or ignorance? and 
equally, with the same kindness and earnest- 
ness, it wonders how it can find what is most 
divine in the tenets and practices of the temple 
of God. It on all sides the thought of today is 
seeking what is closest to the absolute ideal, we 
must concede sincerity to those who are making 
many inguiries witbin the field of faith, for 
mankind bas ceased to be willing to wear dross 
when it can have goid, or to wear bright pebbies 
when diamonds may be found on the same 
shore. No question was ever asked with more 
sincerity than the common one of our times: 
Wat am [to believe?” It comes from per- 
sons in all the modern denominations, from per- 
sons vid and young, from young Women as well 
as from young men: comes to us on the street, 
comes in the assembiage of friends, embodies 
itself in a letter aud travels Lundreds of miles 
in — of heip or sympathy. 

hether intellect once awakened ever finds 
again the perfect repose of barbarism or of 
bigotry is of uncertain answer. Learning or 
meditation ought to bring peave, but we cannot 
et forecast the end, for we are still too near the 
giant Logical thought bas just come into 
the world, aud we cannot yet sit down to a prog- 
nosis of the case. The orm must rage four 
awhile before one can think of measuring its 
wrath. Pnhilosopny bears of old the reputadon 
ot being peaceful. It gave peace to many from 
Plato to Newton. It is painted wind white bair 
and a calm face, as though over that face all 
storms bad veased to roll. From tis bistoric 
— of long thought came the lines of the 
ope: 

A little learnimg is a dangerous thing, 

Drink deep or taste not the Pierian spring; 

There shallow draught intoxicate the.brain, 

And drinking largely sobvers us again. 

at first sight with what the muse imparts, 

In fearless youn we tempt the hights of arta, 

While from the*bounded ievel vf our mind 

Short Views we take. nor see the lengths behind. 

Bat more advanced, behold, with sirange surprise, 

Now distant scenes of endiess science rise. 

Coming as cur uge does from times of endless 
falsehoods and follies as parts of religion, the 
mind haus become familiar with the destruction 
of tenets, and may well wonder whether any- 
thing will rem when a few more years shai! 
have passed by. v As in times of great epidemics 
the death scenes are so numerous that those in 

fect heaitn tose confidence ia life and gu 
about bewildered, as though already doomed to 
the grave, so in the great critical period around 
us so widespread has been the destruction of 
church notions tat many are acting and feeling 
as though the end of God and Heaven had come. 
This critical wos is perbags pearing its end, 
and it is probable that the scenes of life will 
soon surpass those of death, and that times of 
re\igious peace will come, not by way of barbar- 
isn or bigotry, but by way of that deeper sec- 
ond thought and longer and sweeter thought 
called philosophy. The Author of our world has 
not offered any premiums to barbarism or big- 
otry that those states of mind should bring more 
rest and peace than are granted those who 
study long and faithfully the problems of maa 
as a religious and spiritual being. 

Unable in these days to build a solid stractare, 
many young persons who do really desire to 
make the most of their feW years on earth must 
dwell in tents or booths. There is material 
enough for the construction of these. 

D Regarding the debated dogma ot inapira- 
tion, while Prof, Smith and his school and the 
German theologians are busy with their defini- 
nons and estimates you young persons can 
make a booth of boughs, and logs, and grasses, 
and leaves which will be quite a home for sea- 
sons many or few, All religion is one, and it 
Will be a good part of a temporary creed should 
you assume that the Old and New Testaments 
ure a history of the best stream of religion which 
has evef flowed through the worid. It arose far 
back, and it has tlowed far torward, and ricn has 
been the valley watered by this flood, and richer 
is it now than it was when Abraham or Solomon 
stood on its banks. You need not know wnat 
was the actual history of Samson, or 
whether Joshua actually had an order from God 
to destroy all the heathen, and suffer not even 
an infant to live; it is enough that in those old 
records you find the life of worship writcen 
down as it passed along from infancy to man- 

I chat evoluuon of doctrine culminated 
in the teachings of Jesus, then you can throw 
away all ideas which do not harmonize with that 
Nazarene standard, In London Bank each gold 
coin is weighed as it comes in, and if it does not 
move the baiagees in just the right manner it is 
degraded and gent to its own lower seat to be 
made over again and be made honorapie. Thus, 
so far as you are concersed, a — 44 inspira- 
tion will be g enough that shall make Jesus 
Christ the standard of moral excelience. To 
him you can bring the polygamy, and slavery, 
and exterminasing wars of the Mosaic period, 
and can thus l¢arn that they were more human 
than divine.

And in the New Testa- 
ment, if doubi.. arise over words of Paul, or 
Jonn, or Jam“ go back to Christ and feel no 
alarm while meaning is clear and most lotty. 
The words off sus alone are enough to save the 
soulinthis wf d and in any subsequent career. 
These words „ not che whole of Christianity, 
but they will, rmatent in which the trutb- 
seeker can dy «while the wails of some final 
mental struc may be gradually rising. 

(2) Pass no the Inquiry as to the nature of 
Christ. For ears the question has been, 
What is Chriat s he the very God? To this 
day when‘a logical seminary or a presbytery 
wishes to test aii the torms of ability in a candi- 
date for the pulpit the authorities require him to 
write an essay upon the theme Quid est Christus? 
No amount of centuries will ever settle the ques- 
tion, simply because it is indeterminable—for 
two reasons: no one knows what Christ is, and 
no one knows what God is, nor can ever know 
in this life. In the former instance the evidence 
was all in fully eighteen hundred years ago, and 
as that has been reviewed over and over by ali 
the religious teacpers of each generation and

ngfeilow and of the whole cou of such no- 
bie characters, is not the resulfof a universal 
knowledge, but of a willmgaess to assume that 
the universe transcends the mind of man—the 
serenity that comes from a wiliingoess to be as 
valy children wandering on the infinit shore. As 
the truly large soul is willing mat its house, and 
furniture, and dress, and equipage shall be sim- 
ple, and simpic its language, 60, entering the 
domain of religion, it repeats the charm of its 
life and asks for only outlines of God and Jesus 
and of the destiuies ot the wicked and the virtu- 
ous when they go from earth to their tinal 
award, It is one the phenomena 
of time that the more positive and 
detailed information one seeks of eternal 
things the smaller must be the miad that must 
be cousuited tu this appeal—a mind waoich can- 
not dream of the awtul greatuess of the Al- 
mighty nor realize that man dweils upon an 
isiand world with a mysterious sea on every 
side. The nobiest and most powerful intellects 
grasp the situation and, instead of rebelling or 
giving up in despair, they move te and fro, 
carrying in the night a beautiful torch—waiting 
for the sun to rise. 

Thus all ye young bearts! who are feeling 
deeply the many and acute denials of the day, 
do not join in the wiid crusade against faith, 
but consent giadly to dweil in tents. Piteh 
them ia city or in country,on billtopor by the 
placid stream. Plant by the door the flag of two 
worids, its emblem a cross and a crown, and 
within these structures sing ye the joyful 
hymas of thetwo worlds; and when days Stave 
come and gone, and come and gone, the earthly 
house of encampment will be suppianted by 
something better in thie world or eise by the 
house not made with hangs, eternal and in the 
heavens. 


DR. LORIMER. 


“The Resurrection of Jesus.“ 

The Rev. Dr. Lorimer preached the following 
sermon yesterday morning in Immanuel Baptist 
Church before a large congregauon: 

Behold my hands and my feet, that itieI my- 
gelt: handie me and see; for a spirit bath not 
flesh and bones, as ye see me have.—Luke, 
rriv.,39. 


To moe there is no sight more pathetic than a 
now-made grave. The littie hillock, covered 
with swift-withering flowers, is to mourning 
hearts who have mortal treasures buried there 
a sublimer object than the Appalachian or Him- 
alayan Mountain ranges. It lifts our thoughts 
to Heaven, raises us to the unseen, and enlarges 
our spirptdal borizon as the most towering of 
Nature's rugged solitudes never can. The ioft- 
lest sum mits of the earth are sadly gioomy; for, 
after ali our labor to attain them we but reach 
a region of rocky barrenness or of snowy cheer- 
lesness, and keenly feel that the end of the 
struggle is only waste and desolauon. But a 
erave ie sadder still. It is the mournful termi - 
nation of human toll. There we bebold anew 
the apparent futility of man’s careful schem- 
ing, hot ambidons, strenuous exertions; of bis 
grasping, worrying, fighting, weeping, cursing, 
hoping, and fearing. Ali are smothered in the 
dust; and the natrow charnel-house is the 
wretched, disappointing goal of much-promis- 
ing and ever-ailuring life. But of all 
the solitary sepulonres wherein have lain 
the bodies of the great or good. 
none have equaled the solemn melancholy o 
the lonely tomb excavated in the hiliside near 
Jerusalem, where Jesus rested after his cruci- 
hxion. The mistsof evening gathered gently 
over it; the soft-eyed stars and pale-faced moon 
gieamed tenderiy upon it; the full-orbed sua 


giowed with cherubic spiendor about it: the 
maii-cilad soldier paused silently before it; while 
sorrowful ones in upper chambers, and iu dark 
retreats, thinking of it and of Him who slept 
within, whispered to each other, We trusted 
that it had been He which should have redeemed 
Israel." Ab! what despairing grief these words 
reveal! Notalithesympathy of the night, nor 
garish bomage of the day, nor echomg clank of 
arthed i could divert the distracted and 
desponding thoughts of the bereaved disciples 
from the expectadeps which had been shattered 
by envious death, and from the dreams which 
had crumbied into dust. Thisto them was the 
end. The throne of their Beloved had disap- 
peared in a tomb; His regal robes had changed 
to a dreary shroud; His empire had shriveled to 
the narrow dimensions of a grave; and the grim 
tyrant arinned mockingly over the seeming dis- 
comfiture and failure of these gracious plans 
for man's salvation, in which they had confided 
only to be deceived, 

Ab! weeping souls, be not fuithless, but be- 
lieviug, Lo! from the distant south, with giee- 
ful and giddy wing, the birds return, the fragile 
flowers. with radiant hues and aromatic breath, 
revive from winter's coid embrace; and from 
fragrant climes the gentle winds come back, 
laden with odors sweet and quickening warmth; 
and thus may Jesus thrust aside the gateway of 
His clammy prison, and reappear to His rejoi- 
cing saints, bearing to them from the reaims of 
the invisible sweet messages of immortal biess- 
edness. And thus He conquered; for, as the 
Pascal sun arose frota the chilis and fogs of the 
sombre night. filling the earth with lustrous 
beauty. Soon that morning Jesus ascended 
from the realms of death and dispersed the 
awful gloom that e rouded the morai worid. 
Tuus He resumed His power, recovered His 
Challenged rights, regained His waning influ- 
ence, reasserted His sacred grandeur; and, an- 
swering thus His malignant and mean ancestors, 
sent echoing down the ages the biest assurance 
thet there is something in the universe higher 
than its ilaws—namely: a Christ who couid not 
be halden of them, but triumphed over them. 

At this point began the victorious progress of 
the Church. She had found the explanation of 
the Cross, the iaterpretation of sLame, we 
meaning of the passion; yea, and bad obtained 
new insicht into the mystery of death itself, and 
thus armed sbe could confront the worid. 
Wherever she went she preached the resurrec- 
tion. To it as afact she constantly bore wit- 
ness, and on it as a doctrine she constantly 
dweit. In it she discovered error’s antidote, 
sorruw’s consolation, virtue’s encouragement, 
and the mightiest foree to quicken religious life. 
By it she carried conviction to multitudes on 
the day of Pentetost; through it she aroused 
the attention of the Gentiles to the Gospel; and 
on it she rested her argument for personal im- 
mortality. Whatever advantages she won, what- 
ever doubts removed, .whatever prejudices de- 
stroyed, whatever fears allayed. whatever hopes 
revived, and whatever dignity she achieved, she 
accomplished through the power of the oft-re- 
— truth that Christ was risen from the 

end. 

The efforts made by the Jewish enemies of 
Coristianity and their Roman allies to break the 
force of apostolic testimony concerning the res- 
urrection have come Ww be regarded as ex- 
ceedingly ili-contrived and inconclusive. 
They circulated a report that soldiers 
who guarded the tomp conveniently slept, 
and t, while they did so, the disciples stole 
the body. Sch an account of the matter is ab- 
surdiy weak. It is not likely that Roman senti- 
nels would siumober at their post, and less likely 
that it would have been prociaimed, unless 
strong re existed for overlooking so seri- 
ousa breach of discipline. But ‘if they slept. 
they Knew not anything, and could not have 
known by what means the remains bad disap- 
peared. And how incredibie the accusation that 
a band of craven men, woo bad abandoned their 
master on the first approach of danger, and who 
were as much interested as the rest of the world 
in sind lat decided the validity of His 
cldima, id attempta theft, which, if it failed, 
would cost them their lives, and, if it succeeded. 
would. yield them nosatisfaction. There are 
circumstantial evidences winch confirm this 
view. The grave-clothes were not only left be- 
hind, but they were carefully arrangea, and it is 
not probabie that vulgar plunderers, intent on 
deceiving, would have bad. sufficient nerve to 
unwrap the covering from the corpse, or would 
have taken pains to fold it so nicely, with the 
waking of the sentry every moment imminent; 
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the mysterious emptiness of U. 
attitude is easily expiained if it was boing 
taught that the dead form had been resuscitat- 
ed and reynited with the spirit. Hence we can- 
not, if we would. escape the conciusion that the 
disciples meant by the term under consideration 
an uctual physical deliverance from death and 
the grave. 

This interpretation is likewise sustained by 
various representations given ia the New Testa- 
ment. in text, for instance, where our Savior 
is seeking to remove the doubts of His follow- 
ers He is reported as saying, “ Behold my bands 
and my feet, that it is | myself; handle me and 
see, for a spirit hath vot tlesh and bones as ye 
see me have”—language entirely at Variance 
with the theory of Dr. Hooykaas. 80 also are 
the deciarations that He was frequently seen 
during forty days at one time by Sw brethren; 
that He was touched; that He ate and con- 
versed. Neither cau it be harmonized with the 
testimony of Peter: Jesus, whom ye siew 
and hung on a tree, bath God raised up.“ 


Moreover, it is strikingly irreconcilable with. 


the effects of Paul's preaching at Athens. The 
epicureans and stoics treated him and his doc- 
trine with contempt. They would bardiy have 
ridiculed bim for holds to the immortality of 
the soul, as many of their own countrymen bad 
advocated on philosophical grounds the same 
hope. If we will only think of bim as waintain- 
ing that Jesus did not see vorruption, but rose 
triumphant from the tomb,as evangelica! Chris- 
teudom teaches today, we will readily perceive 
that a faith so contrary to what was accepted 
among them would naturally excite the mock- 
ing protest of philosophers. These considera- 
tious ought to conyince us that the disciples 
meunt to convey tne impression that Christ was 
actually restored to life, however insufficient we 
groundof their belief may have been. 

But it is claimed by various modern rational- 
ists that, walle this may have been the idea of 
the discipies, as there could not have been aay 
correspogding fact, it must have been the result 
of some happy balluoinauon. Schliermacher 
essays to prove that the Lord never died 
at all but fen into a trance, and, reviv- 
ing from apparent death, unintentionaily gave 
currency to the supernaturai notion which is now 
a chief articie of the Christian religion. The de- 
structive criticism of Strauss bas swept away this 
by pothesis, and the more poetic conception of 
Renan has taken its place. He traces the delu- 
sion to Mary Magdalene, who, being once pos- 

with deviis, was never free from an un- 
coutroliabie and vivid fancy, and who, iu the 
excitement caused by the crucifixion, imagined 
that the Lord bad risen from the tomb. This 
fantasy sue imparts to others and they invest it 
with the form of history. Well may Renan ex- 
claim, in view of her work, “Oh! Divine power 
of love, sacred moments, in which the passion 
of one whose senses were deceived gives to the 
worid a God risen from the dead!” Of course, 
this theory implies a susceptible state of mind 
on the part ot the disciples. They were 80 con- 
fused by the tragica) eveuts which they bad wit- 
nessed that they were prepared to accept any 
chimera whicb promised relief and consolation. 
Viscount Amberiey tries to describe their men- 
tal condition in these words: It is bard to real- 
ize, in fact. that a beloved companion is ia 
truth gone from us forever. Reason may teil us 
too distinctly that all hope of the return of the 
beloved one to life is vain and foolish. But 
emotion speaks to us in another language.” 
“ Deep within us there arisesa craving for the 
presence of our friend, and with it the irre- 
pressiblie thought that he may even yet 
come back to those who can scarcely 
bear to live without him. Were these 
inevitable ilonogings not to be checked 
by a clear — 2 that they originate 
in our broken bearts we should fancy that we 
Saw the figure of the departed and heard bis 
voice. in chat case a resurrection would have 
takou place for us and for those who believe our 
tale. And thus the discipies, moved by strong 
affection, pictured to themseives the form of the 
dear departed One, and their oarrative, as Dr. 
Hooykaas has it, was but a chapter of their own 
inner life, not of the outer life of the Master. 

If any doubts exist regarding the objective 
reality of Christ's resurrection, these visionary 
theories should effectually remove them. They 
are so strained, far-fetched, and evasive that 
we would have to return to the Magdalene's first 
estate to accept them. Indeed, it requires less 
credulity to receive the unvarnished story con- 
tained in the New Testament, although it in- 
volves a miracle, hau it does to believe these 
fantastic expianations, which, in their hot zeal 
to deny the miracuious, affirm the impossibie 
and the ridiculous. That this criticiem is not 
undeserved it may be well to prove, especially 
as itis generally admitted, if the hbaliucination 
by pothesis is untenabie, the view beld by the 
Chureh must be practically unassailable. In = 4 
port of our criticism psycholory may be 
cited. The science of mind 
jilusions are not fortuitous, but are deter- 
mined by some ruling idea or absorb- 
ing desire. Back of the crazy beggar who im- 
agines himeeif a miliionaire, or of the fanatic 
who imagines that he is a second personage, are 
thoughts and longings indulged through mauy 
years, which, growimg morbidly intense, have 
ended ina mania. The so- called visions of the 
Maid of Orleans undoubtedliy were burn of a 
diseased mind, eugeudered by the condition of 
her unbuppy country, and by der passionate 

rearning for a deliverer. But nothing of this 

ind accounts for the alleged illusion of the dis- 
cipies. They did not expect the resurrecuon of 
Jesus. Even wheu he foretoid it, they attached 
no importance toit, and do not seem even to have 
understood His meaning. They express surprise 
when it is announced, are slow ot heart to de- 
lieve the report, and even the women, taking 
spices to preserve the body, indicate that they 
were not anticipating any such event. Thomas, 
also described by Wordsworth as 


A smooth-rubdbed soul to which could cling 
No form of feeling great or small; 
A reasoning, self-suificient taing, 
An intellectual all-in-ail, : 
at first stoutly refused to credit the testimony of 
bis brethren, and only ackuowledged himseif 
convinced when doubt was vo longer possibie. 
This is not the conduct of men predisposed to 
iliusion and sentimentality. They carried them- 
seives as calmly, judicially, and iacredulousiy as 
we would were there a report in circulation 
that President Garueld was risen from the dead.

Such 
wholesale self-deception surpasses the limits of 
credulity; and when it is alleged we cannot but 
suspect that there is greater anxiety to defend a 
foregone conclusion than to ascertain the truth. 
And surely we can more easily believe the 500 
brethren than yield assert toa theory which in- 
volves a marvel surpassing in — — that 
to which they witnessed. It is likewise surpris- 
ing. if they were seif-deceived, that they 
never found it out in. subsequent years. They 
lived and died in the faith of the resurrection. 
Were we to imagine, in the excite- 
ment of our grief, that a loved 
friend had returned from the dead, the 
sober second thought would certainly dissipate 
the illusion, and none of us would think of as- 
serting u in the teeth of persecution. Judge 
Obrist's followers by yourselves. They never 
recauted, never wavered, and even fiery trials 
could not shake their convictions, and it is onty 
reasonabie to conclude that they wer founded 
on reality. But if their steadfasto warrants 
this inference, their ability to convince others 
of the truth of that which they prociaimed 
hightens it to certainty. If they were deluded, 
how came they to deiude thousands who were 
prejudiced against them and their statements? 
They could only have satisfied the skeptical, un- 
sympathetic multitudes by unimpeacuabie evi- 
dence, and that they were thus satisfied proves 
that just such evidence was on hand. and, if it 
was, then the disciples were not the unbappy 
victims of a chimera. Voltaire, in the Diction- 
naire Philosophique, lays down the following 
criteria by which the conclusiveness of testi- 
mony may be judged. He says that it is suffi-

Thirdly, the resurrection of Jesus isa ~~~ 
cy, and an inserpretation of prophesy. It fore- 
shadows our own deliverance from the grave. 
As He rose, so shall we. True, our mortal part 
shall see corrupdon, shall blend with the dust, 
or mingle with the waters of the great sea; but 
He who hath “all power in heaven and ia 
earth,” shall clothe “this mortal with immor- 
tality. As the Master rose to fuller and grand- 
er life, so shall we; for “as the 1 such 
are they also that are heavenly.” As He rose 
suddenly, heralded by angels and by trembiing 
Nature, so shall we, “in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump.” And 
as He led “captivity captive,” so shall we at 
last triumphantly exclaim, O Death, where is 
thy sting? O Grave, where is thy victory? But 
this glorious consummation ts reserved to the 
time of His second advent, for the Lord Him- 
self shall descend from heaven witha shout, 
with the voice of the Archangel, with the 
trump of God, and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first.” Do vou ask, What is meant by this sec- 
ond coming? Let the Lord's resurrection an- 
swer. If He rose actually, literally, bodily, in 
that sense He went into heaven, and only iu that 
seuse can He return. “This same Jesus, 
whom ye have seen go into heaven, 
shail so come, in ke Manner, as ye have 
seen Him go into Heaven.” This is the testimo- 
ny of inspiration; thisisthe logie of Christ's 
resurrection. As by faith I behoid Him depart- 
ing to His giorious thome, so ty faith I behold 
Him visibiy returning to Hisearthiy k. om, 
and my prayer ascends, Come, Lord Jesus, 
come quickly.” 

And when a shadow falis across the window 
Of my room,

Brethren, it may be given to some ot us to 
witness this great sigot.
